The list 
grows each day as last minute 
items are collected. Bicycles, 
computers, printers, mowers, 
trailers and the most sought after 
item, cars, will be sold. 

“The cars are really big sellers 


each year,” said Hood. “A lot of 
people like the old police cars. 
We have one guy that uses them 
for his taxi service.” 

This year the cars for auction 
will be a 1992 GMC V 2 Pickup, 
1986 GMC 5-Yard single Axle 
Dump, 1988 GMC Cargo Van, 
1994 Pont Bond, two 1996 Crown 
Victorias, 1997 Crown Victoria, 
1998 Crown Victoria and twol994 
Sonoma pickups. 

The auction is a way for the 


city to turn items into cash. The 
money collected for the auc¬ 
tioned items is placed directly 
back into department accounts. 

The preview for the auction 
will begin at 8 a.m. Items pur¬ 
chased need to be paid for the 
day of the auction and preferably 
removed the same day. Lists of 
items to be auctioned will be 
available on site.

Weight class inspires 
both coach and student

Romulus High School phys¬ 
ical education teacher 
Norbert Glover is upbeat 
these days, as is his student 
Bradley Bills. 

The pair has found a way to 
help one another 

Bradley, who has a rare dis¬ 
ease called Ataxia- 

Telangiectasia (A-T), has the 
job of inspiring Glover and 
Glover helps Bills build his 
self-esteem and some muscle 
at the same time. 

Bills, a normal 16-year-old 
high school student, was diag¬ 
nosed eight years ago with A-T 
This is a normally debilitating 
disease, but Bradley is out to 
prove the doctors wrong and 
he is gaining support from 
friends and teachers everyday, 
according to his mom, Denise 
A-T is a degenerative dis¬ 
ease that is usually diagnosed 
within the first five years of 
life, but the wait was much 
longer for Bradley. 

Ataxia, the first part of the 
disease, is a progressive 
degeneration of the cerebel¬ 
lum in the brain. This is the 
part of the brain that tells the 
rest of the body what to do. Fbr 
instance, if a person wants to 
move their right leg, that big¬ 
ger goes through the cerebel¬ 
lum before the leg actually 
moves. 


The Telangiectasia portion 
of the disease is the appear¬ 
ance of the red lines or red 
spider veins in the eyes. 

Bills has been beating the 
odds for years now, so it is 
nothing new to his mother. 
While most young people with 
the disease are completely 
confined to a wheelchair, Bills 
is always out of his wheelchair 
doing things like raking leaves 
or just walking around with 
assistance. 

Fbr this reason, his mother 
was not surprised at all when 


they received the class offer¬ 
ings this year and Bills regis¬ 
tered for weight biting. 

,c We have always taught him 
to try everything,” said his 
Denise Bills. “It is OK if you 
can’t do it, but at least try it” 
Bills took the advice and 
signed up for the class. At first 
he was very timid and unsure 
of what he could do, but he 
soon found his place and is 
now excelling. 

Glover was also unsure 
when he saw that Bills had 
signed up for the class. 

“I have had kids with dis¬ 
abilities in my class before, but 


nothing this severe,” said 
Glover. “Bradley is a true real¬ 
ity check for all of us.” 

Glover said he was amazed 
at the effort Bills put forward 


in class and was even more 
amazed at the progress he has 
made in a short time. 

“Every ounce of his being is 
in what he does in this class,” 
said Glover. “He is trying so 
hard to better himself. He 
makes his condition look like 
something that is easy to over¬ 
come, because he is so deter¬ 
mined.” 

Everyday for 40 minutes 
Bills works on the weights try¬ 
ing to increase his strength 
and stamina He doesn’t even 
take the one day off a week 
that Glover gives his students. 

Norbert credits Bills’ mom 


for his incredible determina¬ 
tion. 

“He has a support system 
that is unbelievable,” he said. 
“She doesn’t make excuses for 
him and that means a lot to 
Bradley.” 

His mother said she has 
never believed in giving him 
excuses. She has always tried 
to allow Bills to try new things 
and experience what every 
child experiences. 

“I always involved Bradley 
in everything the we did,” she 
said. “He is determined, 
because he was taught to be.” 

Bibs still needs help doing 
certain tasks. Through a one- 
on-one aide, Virginia Guidon 
attends classes with him each 
day. Guidon has been his aide 
since he was in the fifth grade, 
but she understands that Bills 
is independent 

“She knows that Bradley 
likes to do things on his own,” 
said Denise Bills. “She is there 
just in case he needs help.” 

One thing Bibs doesn’t need 
help with is his studies. He is a 


member of the Romulus High 
School Honor Rob. 

Bradley is inspiring to his 
classmates, who according to 
Glover, have become very pro¬ 
tective of him and proud of 
him as web. Just the other day 
in class, Bibs accomplished 
six pull-ups and received a 
standing ovation from his 
classmates. 

“The class has helped a lot 
with his self-esteem and he is 
so strong it is amazing,” said 
Denise Bibs. “It has been very 
positive for him.” 

Glover also sees the good 
this class has done for Bibs, as 
web as the good Bibs has done 
for this class. 

“Bradley has a dream of 
walking one day,” said Glover. 
‘T believe that is a dream he is 
going to get I have learned so 
much from him, the way he 
perseveres and never com¬ 
plains about anything. We 
sprain our ankle and com¬ 
plain for two weeks, but not 
Bradley. That is inspiring to 
me.”

Local women create

While Carol Sharpe works to 
warm the hands and faces of the 
homeless and less foitunate, her 
reward is the warmth in her 
heart from helping so many in 
need. 

Sharpe, of Westland, has orga¬ 
nized a group of volunteers who 
help her create hundreds of 
scarves, blankets, and other 
needed items for the homeless 
and the underprivileged through¬ 
out the Metro Detroit area 

She said she didn't start out to 
spearhead a charitable organiza¬ 
tion. Instead, she began the pro¬ 
gram by donating gently used 
clothing in plain brown grocery 
bags decorated with Christmas 
stamps and marked only with the 
gender and size the clothes 
would fit, to area charities. 
Sharpe said that when her 
friends and family found out, 
they became very annoyed with 
her for leaving them out. Her 
project of compassion has grown 
from there. 

“Last year, with just family 
and a few friends we collected 
100 gently-used t-shirts,” said 
Sharpe. 


From there, Sharpe, who is a 
member of the American Sewing 
Guild and an avid seamstress, 
began to create blankets and 
scarves for those in need. The 
idea caught on, and today, 
Sharpe said she has between 20 
and 30 volunteers who work with 
her year round to make these 
needed supplies. 

Some of the volunteers, 
including members of the 
Livonia and Dearborn Sewing 
guilds, sew or embroider, while 
others donate money and track 
down bargains on the sought- 
after fleece. Sharpe says that the 
Dearborn firefighters even made 
a donation to help defray some of 
the costs. 

“I’m accumulating cotton fab¬ 
ric. Fleece has a higher turn¬ 
over, and we have to buy it” she 
says. 

Creating the clothing is not 
inexpensive, a realization that 
recently moved Sharpe to apply 
for a non-profit organization 
number. That way, gifts can be 
considered tax-deductible. 

“Last year, I have receipts for 
$2,800. and those are the receipts 
I didn’t lose,” she said. All told, 
Sharpe estimates that the pro¬ 
gram costs about $3,000 in sup¬ 


plies alone. 

The group, Sharpe says, pri¬ 
marily creates snowmobile 
scarves, also known as turtle 
scarves, and blankets. The 
scarves are basically long tubes 
of fleece that cover the wearer’s 
neck and head, as well as part of 
the face. 

The blankets are designed to 
be large, and are usually embla¬ 
zoned with an inspirational slo¬ 
gan, such as “Touched by an 
Angel” or “Shoot for the Stars.” 

Other items, such as receiving 
blankets and baby burp cloths 
are created when the need aris¬ 


es. 

“I can’t imagine being home¬ 
less and having a child,” said 
Sharpe. 

She says that the blankets, 
scarves, and other items are then 
distributed at the Salvation Army 
in Westland and through various 
organizations, such as the Detroit 
Rescue Mission, in downtown 
Detroit to make sure they reach 
the people who need them the 
most 

“This past summer, the kids 
who were in (the Westland 
Salvation Army) day camp... 
received a new fleece blanket 


with their individual names and 
an inspirational slogan,” said 
Sharpe. She added that for some 
children, the personalization 
makes it all the more precious to 
them. 

Although it is a lot of work, the 
program is not without rewards. 

“I received a note from a little 
boy, who said, ‘I’m going to do just 
what you told me (on his blanket), 
Miss Carol—shoot for the stars,” 
Sharpe said. 

In the end, Sharpe’s motiva¬ 
tion is simple. 

“These children are tomor¬ 
row’s leaders,” she said.

Opponents of the proposed parking deck in 
Northville got one of the things they wanted 
Monday night 

The city council unanimously reinforced the 
position - and commitment - made by the 
Downtown Development Authority (DDA) to revisit 
the size, location and footprint of any parking decks 
that might be constructed downtown. 

It effectively told those who were unhappy with 
the plan that they were willing to work with them, if 
they were willing to vote for the project The ballot 
language refers only to the funding, not the design 
or location of the structure. 

Will it work? 

Who knows. It does show one thing, though: that 
city officials simply cannot win in the parking situa- 
tioR 

They’ve spent uncounted hours discussing the 
issue, both through the management of existing 
parking and how best to provide for future needs. 
They’ve narrowed down five proposals to one good 
one through the course of more than a year of stud¬ 
ies and meetings. They developed the plan they 
think would work best 

And only then did the public start to talk about if 
even though all these previous meetings were open 
to the public. 


Now the citizens have what 
they want, something with the 
full stamp of the seal of the city, read into the min¬ 
utes, an official document that quantifies their will¬ 
ingness to revisit the last year or so of their decision 
making. Hopefully it will be enough. 

Obviously it was a necessary step. When the dis¬ 
cussion spilled over into the DDA meeting last 
week, the board was quick to show their willingness 
to revisit the issue. They all said so. Mayor 
Christopher Johnson said so. That assurance wasn’t 
enough, though, the skeptics remained uncon¬ 
vinced and asked for something in writing. 

In a way I understand the skepticism. It’s part of 
the duty for every one of us to question our leaders 
and make sure they follow through on what they 
say. 

This is a little different though. These are appar¬ 
ently people who ignored the process when it was 
going on, didn’t like the end result and now refuse 
to be swayed. 

And the result is that Northville officials are now 
asking for a blank check It’s backwards. Normally 
when you plan a major project like this, you have a 
plan in place. It’s easier to get the approval of voters 
if they know what you’re doing with their money. 

Well see if that proves to be the case, here.

It was late afternoon when I pulled into the historic 
Pierce Point Ranch at the base of Tomales Point at the 
northern most end of Point Reyes National Seashore.

“Hi,” I said approaching the trio. 

They said hello, and we talked. 

“I’m Jerry Stanecki.” 

“David Hudnut,” the man in black said. “And, these

They had spent the afternoon at the beach, David 
explained, and when leaving, young Wyatt had decid¬ 
ed to push the old tire all the way up the cliff to the 
top.

At a time when the City of 
Inkster is facing one of the most 
severe budget challenges in west¬ 
ern Wayne Counly, the 2003 elec¬ 
tion is likely to be an important 
one. 

And though we were disap¬ 
pointed that only three individu¬ 
als sought open seats when all 
seven, including the mayoral 
seat, were up for election, we’re 
glad to see that both the chal¬ 
lengers and incumbents appear 
genuinely interested in helping 
the cash-crunched city re-invent 
itself. 

Of course, how to solve several 
problems facing the city - 
increasing the tax base, coping 
with crime, encouraging code 
compliance and providing 
improved city services to 31,000 
residents - during the next sever¬ 


al years is a matter of intense 
debate. 

That is what elections are for 

That being said, The Journal 
staff weighed the qualifications 
of each incumbent and chal¬ 
lenger and based the following 
endorsements on community ser¬ 
vice, professional activities and 
overall character to make the fol¬ 
lowing recommendations: 

In District 2, Councilman 
Marcus Hendricks is facing 
opponent Jessie White. We 
believe Hendricks deserves 
another term because his priori¬ 
ties as a councilperson - specifi¬ 
cally finding solutions to bring 
more police officers to the city - 
are in line with the needs of the 
community (The police depart¬ 
ment is operating about 14 offi¬ 
cers below regular staffing lev¬ 


els). Though White has more gov- 
ernmental experience than 
Hendricks, we think the incum¬ 
bent possesses a better under¬ 
standing of the complex issues 
facing the city. 

In District 3, Councilman 
Lorenzo Moner is facing political 
newcomer Ronald Johnson. 
During this crucial juncture in 
the city, we think Johnson would 
provide the council with a much- 
needed shake-up. Often council 
members will approve initiatives 
and later, after the votes are tal¬ 
lied, express concern about 
aspects of the measure on which 
they just voted. Johnson has 
shown that he would not take for 
granted that information meted 
out by the city administration or 
other council members is the 
right thing for the city. We hope, 


though, that Moner will continue 
to serve the city as a volunteer 
and auxiliary police officer after 
the electioR 

In District 4, incumbent 
Louise Kolberg is facing chal¬ 
lenger Michael Canty We believe 
Kolberg has shown the ability to 
respond to the needs of her con¬ 
stituents. Kolberg has also shown 
courage by expressing her nega¬ 
tive opinions about the $23 mil¬ 
lion Carver Homes project dur¬ 
ing what must have been intense 
pressure not to do so. 

Whether voters agree with her 
or not, we respect her unwilling¬ 
ness to go along with the pack 
and air her concerns publicly as 
opposed to privately. We would 
have been more comfortable 
with Canty had the criminal case 
pending against him for unlaw¬ 


fully teaching firearms courses 
without the required teaching 
credentials been resolved. As it 
stands, we are unlikely to know 
how the case ends prior to the 
election. If he’s convicted the 
felony charges, he would have to 
give up his seat to a council 
appointed representative. We 
would like the hundreds of voters 
likely turn out to turn out on elec¬ 
tion day decide who wins this seat 
instead of four council members. 

Decisions to be made for the 
next foui'years are likely to affect 
the city for generations to come. 
The city needs the best communi¬ 
ty representatives possible to 
navigate what promised to be 
rough waters.

Excercise programs keeping 
senior citizens healthy, active

Forget knitting 

The current crop of seniors is not tak¬ 
ing aging lying down. They are more active 
than ever before, and may in fact be more 
active than younger people, according to 
the International Council on Active Aging 
(ICAA), which reports that 30 percent of 
the older population today exercises regu¬ 
larly as compared to 25 percent of the gen¬ 
eral population. 

“I just love it,” said 
Nancy Davidson, 67, 
at a Jazzercise class 
at the Westland 
Senior Friendship 
Center “It makes me 
feelgood.” 

The Friendship 
Center offers 
Jazzercise class three 
times per week, and 
earlier this month 
offered free classes 
in conjunction with 
Jazzercise to cele¬ 
brate the observance 
of Active Aging Week 
and the International 
Day of the Older Adult The International 
Day of the Older Adult is a 13-year World 
Health Organization initiative to promote 
the importance of keeping aging adults 
worldwide healthy. 

“This is a very active group,” said 
Jazzercise instructor Robert Cassidy, who 
gave his age as 69 but moved like a man 30 


years younger. He has been leading the 
hour-long low-impact aerobic classes at 
the center for five years. 

The 2000 census identified over 59 mil¬ 
lion people in the United States ages 55 
and older. That number increases by 
11.000 per day, according to ICAA, as baby 
boomers reach their 55th birthday and 
cross over into senior citizen status. In 
Westland, there are approximately 18,500 
seniors, according to the 2000 census. That 
accounts for about 21 percent of the popu¬ 
lation of the city. 

Many seniors know 
that getting older 
isn’t always easy. 

“All systems, as 
we age, don’t func¬ 
tion as well,” said 
Ella Bastine, 58, who 
is the exercise thera¬ 
pist at Presbyterian 
Village in Westland. 

She leads exer¬ 
cise classes there 
twice a week. Her 
classes include peo¬ 
ple in their 60s to 
people in their 90s. 

“We do a lot of 
stretching, so they 
don’t lose mobility,” Bastine said. “We also 
do strengthening of muscles used for bal¬ 
ance and anti-gravity so they can handle 
falls.” 

In addition to physical benefits, regular 
exercise can offer a psychological boost 
and provide an opportunity for seniors to 
forge friendships and informal support

The Wayne County Sheriffs 
Department will have a little 
extra help in the fight against ter¬ 
rorism. 

The help comes in the form of 
a $3 million Homeland Security 
Grant that will help implement 
new efforts to combat terrorism 
along the U.S.-Canadian border, 
said Wayne County Sheriff 
Warren Evans. 

The funds would be used to 
beef up intelligence gathering 
and enforcement at the border 
he said at an Oct 10 press confer¬ 
ence. U.S. Sen. Carl Levin (D- 
Michigan) and U.S. Rep 
Thaddeus McCotter (R-Livonia) 
also attended. They are part of 
the congressional delegation that 
helped secure the funding 

The one-year grant was 
awarded by the U.S. Department 
of Justice Community-Oriented 
Policing Services (COPS). It 
equals a $3 million grant given to 
Detroit as the largest received by 
any local law enforcement 
agency in Michigan. 

Evans said that only made 
sense. 

“Detroit and Wayne County 
have a large number of vital 
assets, including our internation¬ 
al waterway, the nation’s busiest 
border crossing and other key 
infrastructure,” Evans said. 
“This grant demonstrates the fact 


that the U.S. Government recog¬ 
nizes the safely of this region as 
critical to our national security.” 

The grant can only be applied 
to overtime worked by street- 
level officers, he said. It will fund 
as many as 40 full-time officers 
on a one-year basis. Evans said 
that would allow him to continue 
building collaborative efforts to 
provide services to support the 
efforts of state, federal and local 
law enforcement agencies in the 
war on terrorism. 

“Our plan is to gather intelli¬ 
gence and combine it with infor¬ 
mation from our partners at the 
Drug Enforcement Agency 
(DEA), U.S. Customs, border 
patrol and the Detroit police to 
provide more effective home¬ 
land security,” Evans said. “I 
fully expect that we will see a 
dramatic increase in the amount 
of stops and investigations in vul¬ 
nerable areas, such as the bor¬ 
der. I also expect to see an 
increase in the amount of drugs 
we seize at border crossings, the 
proceeds from which often gO to 
fund terrorist activities.” 


The grant will be able to pro¬ 
vide for specialized training the 
officers need to deal with various 
threats, he said. It will also place 
additional marine patrols along 
the 38-mile stretch of interna¬ 
tional waterway that borders 
Wayne County, from Lake St. 
Clair to Lake Erie. 

The COPS Homeland 
Security Overtime Program is a 
new initiative established in 
response to the ongoing threat of 
terrorism and the role that state 
and local law enforcement agen¬ 
cies play in preventing and 
responding to terrorism, Evans 
said. 

More than $59 million in 
grants have been awarded to 
enforcement agencies in 50 
states to supplement local over¬ 
time budgets for a year. The 
Macomb County Sheriff received 
$68,000 and the Monroe County 
Sheriff received $15,000. 
Dearborn received $56,504. 

“This is a lean budget year, 
which magnifies the success we 
have had finding alternative 
sources of revenue,” Evans said.

Northville’s offense finally 
started to move the ball and 
marched it down to Canton’s 13- 
yard line but was unable to put it 
in. 

They turned the ball over on 
downs and left Canton with a 
long field. Canton carried the ball 
82 yards down field for 
McKinney scored his third rush¬ 
ing touchdown of the night to 
extend the Chiefs lead. The extra 
point was good to give Canton a 
27-0 lead. 

Canton regained possession 
one minute later to set up quar¬ 
terback Shawn Little’s 39-yard 
touchdown strike to McKinney.

Senior drivers workshop 
set in Canton Township

Traffic crashes are nine times more 
likely to be fatal for drivers over the age of 
85 according to the Michigan Office of 
Highway and Safety Planning 

This is not necessarily because of any¬ 
thing drivers do wrong, according to Joan 
Rich, director of mature driver programs 
for the Traffic Improvement Association 
(TIA), but because as one ages, the body’s 
ability to bounce back from an accident 
decreases. With this in mind, driver safety 
becomes increasingly more important as 
one gets older, she said. 

Canton Tbwnship residents, age 55 and 
over, will have the opportunity to self-eval- 
uate their driving skills at the Mature 
Driver Retraining Workshop Oct 27-29. 
The workshop will take place at Advanced 
Driving Academy located at 44932 Ford 
Road, in the Secretary of State Plaza 

The workshop will be sponsored by 
TIA, a small non-profit organization locat¬ 
ed in Oakland County, Rich said. 

“We try to promote traffic safety mainly 
through engineering, enforcement and 
education,” said Rich. 

Similar to the Michigan Department of 
Transportation (MDOT), TIA works with 
road commissions, researches crash data 
and provides traffic studies to the commu¬ 
nity upon request However, TIA is much 
smaller and independent They are sup¬ 
ported through grants and donations from 
such contributors as Ford, AAA, Daimler 
Chrysler, and Blue Cross/Blue Shield, said 
Rich. 

The Mature Driver Workshop is anoth¬ 
er service the TIA provides that is 
designed to provide drivers an evaluation 
of their skill level behind the wheel and to 
educate them about car technology that 
might not have been available when they 
were trained to drive, like anti-lock brake 
systems, said Rich. 

Participants will be evaluated in brake 
reaction time, peripheral vision, depth 
perception, night vision, and field of view, 
according to April Mack, communication 


specialist for the Canton Public Safety 
Department 

The instructors will not keep records of 
the scores and the outcome of the work¬ 
shop will not affect the driver’s license, 
according to Mack. 

“Reactions to the program are from one 
extreme to the other,” said Rich. Some 
students are relieved to find that they are 
not as bad as they thought they were and 
others, based on their results, have decid¬ 
ed to give up driving altogether, she said. 

“But for most of them it’s a reassuring 
workshop,” she added. “They find that 
they still have a lot of skills and they learn 
how to compensate.” 

One of the tools used in the workshop is 
called the Useful Field of View (UFOV). 
The technology was created at the 
University of Alabama in Birmingham and 
was donated to TIA according to Rich. 
The program flashes images onto a screen 
and the subject has to either identify or 
locate the image by touching the screea 

“It measures accuracy, not speed,” said 
Rich. “Lack of cognition is one of the 
biggest causes of traffic accidents.” 

The technology was designed specifi¬ 
cally to assist the Department of Motor 
Vehicles (DMV) in evaluating drivers’ cog¬ 
nition, said Rich. Now, it is being used in 
other areas, she added. St. Joseph’s 
Mercy, on Canton Center Road, has one of 
the UFOV units used in recovery for 
stroke patients. 

Overall, Rich said, that the participants 
in the Mature Driver Workshop are consci¬ 
entious and do self-restrict 

“As people get older, everyone could 
use some tips on how to improve driving 
ability,” said Sgt Chuck Raycraft, of the 
Canton Police Department “It gives them 
an awareness of their abilities and if 
they’re losing any.” 

The workshops run from May through 
October.

About two dozen Wayne residents and busi¬ 
ness owners packed the city council chambers 
Wednesday night to narrow down their definition 
of a “Cool City.” 

It was the first of a pair of meetings on the 
Cool Cities Initiative, proposed 
earlier this year by Gov. 

Jennifer Granholm, as a way of 
quantifying the attributes that 
attract young professionals to 
vibrant communities. 

City Manager John Zech that 
the invitation to participate in 
the planning process was sent 
out to more than 250 communi¬ 
ties throughout the State of 
Michigan, but only about 61 
took Granholm up on the offer 

In Wayne, it was through a Cool Cities Task 
Fbrce. The group of volunteers broke up into five 
smaller groups and each brainstormed ideas 
about what made a city attractive to residents. 

There were many similarities in their deci¬ 
sions, Zech said. Features like a walkable down¬ 
town, restaurants with outdoor dining, and good 
schools struck chords with each of the groups. 
Safety, and the perception of safety, was also an 
issue. 

Zech said the similarities themselves showed 
something. 

‘"Ib me, it says we’re all on the right track,” he 
told the group. 

Neighborhood improvement was also impor¬ 
tant, both to the residential and business commu¬ 


nities. Many tables talked about a stricter 
enforcement of the anti-blight ordinance and to 
appeal to homeowners to clean up their houses. 

“We’ve got to clean up the neighborhoods,” 
said Jen Stewart, one of the members of the task 
force. 

The focus of the first meeting was to develop 
ideas on what made a “cool city,” according to 
Zech, as well as what the City of 
Wayne could do to help make 
those factors a reality. 

The group got together for a 
second time last night to dis¬ 
cuss ways the State of Michigan 
could help out 
smaller com- 
m u n i t i e s 
develop their 
ideals, but the 
outcome of 
that meeting 
wasn’t known at press time. 

Zech said city staff would put 
together the comments made at 
the Cool Cities Task Force 
meetings and present them to 
city council on Nov. 3. 

The task force has to have a 
final draft of its input into the 
state by Nov. 5, according to 
Zech. 

After that a state level advi¬ 
sory group will filter through 
all the suggest- ions and then 
Granholm will set a date for 
members of the advisory group 
to review the input

Hockey book will score as Christmas gift 


There’s good news and bad news. 

The bad news is that Christmas decorations are promi¬ 
nently displayed throughout area stores. 

The good news is that there is at least one great gift out 
there for every hockey fan on any gift list 

Titled The Grateful Gadsby, this memoir of one of the 
true heroes of the sport will delight anyone who’s ever 
thought about attaching one of those Red Wing flags to the 
car window or wearing a team jersey to work. And proba¬ 
bly everyone in between. 

While it may appear to be a hockey book, full of memo¬ 
ries and tales of games of long ago, it’s also a love story, a 
story of success despite nearly insurmountable odds and 
of a life well lived, both as a man and an athlete. 

When Bill Gadsby became a professional hockey player 
in 1946, there were only six teams in the league... imagine 
the competition for the few jobs as a hockey player. In his 
first time on the ice as a professional, the 17-year-old-kid 
from Canada received 12 stitches to his face. But he went 
right back off the bench and finished the game. 

He played another 1247 games and received another 
628 stitches in his 20 seasons as a defensemen. Gadsby 
played during the golden age of hockey when 120 players 
competed for the love of the game and the ultimate sports 
prize. 

Hockey was tough then, as many of the anecdotes and 
stories he relates in the book will certainly demonstrate— 
tales of players many have long forgotten, but who shaped 
the game for those who play today. Gadsby also recalls 
much of the era in which he began his career, talking 
about places and names from history that many only fleet¬ 
ing^ recall 

Many younger fans of the game might now recognize 
Gadsby’s name as the man who retired as the all-time 
leading defenseman who scored the most points, penalty 
minutes and played the most games in the history of the 
game 

He is also the man credited with causing Tim Horton to 


pursue an alternate career as a doughnut magnate after 
Gadsby hit him so hard he came close to killing him. 

Gadsby is and was as much of a hockey legend as his 
best friend of 40 years, Gordie Howe. The men played 
against one another and on the same team for many 
seasons.. .and have been friends for as long as they can 
remember 

Gadsby’s unassuming recollections bring back an 
era when athletes were not elevated to the god-like 
status they are today—when not on the ice, Gadsby 
and Howe took jobs playing baseball to support their 
families. They considered themselves lucky to be 
paid, even part-time, for playing a game they loved. 

Nearly permanently disabled by polio in 1952, 
Gadsby went on to heights and records that stand 
today in the National Hockey League. And while 
the book tells the tale of his life as an athlete, it is 
also the story of a man who discovered a rich and 
fulfilling inner life with his wife and four daugh¬ 
ters. 

Gadsby takes a pretty objective look at his busi¬ 
ness hardships, personal heartaches and excep¬ 
tional achievements with an eye, constantly, to the 
importance of his wife and family in his life. 

Fbr those looking for a real understanding of 
the game of hockey, how it was and perhaps how 
it got to be where it is today, this is an instruction 
manual. Fbr anyone wondering about the real 
lives of professional athletes, this is an inside 
look at the human side of one of the real heroes of an age 
gone by.
